Logan (I). Kj'.) rro|a)se(l In the 

Senate today that, the government 
take over the profits of Industry above 
a fair return to capital and labor and 
use them for the best Interest of the 
iad)llc. 

"It may be said that this siiggestlon 
Is soelallHlIe," said Logan. 

"Kverylhing that deals with society 
Is nainrally socialistic." 

lie iidfled that he could claim "as 
great conservatism" as any other man 
and said he disclaimed "any sugges¬ 
tion of radicalism." 

The Kentuckian said that under his 
plan "the money would be left with 
the public to be used tor neipdrlng 
those things necessary for the happi¬ 
ness of Ihe human race." 

The plan, he said, would "desL-oy 
nil Incentive to take from the public 
more than a fair return.” 

LTiless the end .sought by his pro- 
(srsnl •iin be accomplished. Logan 
told the senate he saw no way to 
"ever break the grip of these great 
aggr*»gntlons of wealth that have been 
dlsctisHisI by the senator from Nebras¬ 
ka." 

He referred to Senator Norris, In¬ 
dependent republican, who In a speech 
had Just assailed “Wall Street con¬ 
trol” of Industry. 

Logan suggested that the govern 
ment allow capital seven imrcent on 
Its Investment and labor a “fair wage” 
and take under the taxing power all 
l)roflt over this amount. 

The government would Imimund the 
.surplus and congress would prescribe 
by law what use should lie made of 
It. A part, he said, could lie allocated 
to labor as unemployment insurance 
and a part to capital to tide It over 
lean years. 

"This la a method whereby human 
greed would be very generally restrict¬ 
ed," he said, "and ecpilty would flow 
to the public.”

Not Worthy of Ratification 


The Blaine resolution for repeal of 
Ihe Elghleeiifh Ameiidmeiil should not 
be ratified. The Individual states, 
their officials and electorates stand 
between the nation and an netion 
that would he almost the worst pos¬ 
sible disposal of Ihe undeniably seri¬ 
ns cpieslloii revolving alaait prohibi¬ 
tion In tbe I'nlter States. 

Tills Is not lo sav tbat any or every 
proiHisItlon for alteration of Ihe Eigb- 
teenlh Amendment ought necessarily 
lo meet rejection. \ widened public 
support would be desirable for what¬ 
ever method of liquor eontrol the na¬ 
tion might elect. In view of this, it Is 
possible that a substitute amendment 
migbt be drawn embodying a proposal 
tbat would eomniend Itself to the 
Judgment of the Ameriean voters. Hut 
the resolution which has been adopted 
by the .Senate and Hou.se of Retire 
sentatlves Is not that proposal. 

If it Is to gain ratification it will 
not be br any niipeal to the Judgment, 
reason or discernment of the la-ople. 
Its sob* iroa!8*ct of acceptunee rests 
on a play to their emotions, their 
groping ei'onomlc discontent and the 
Instinct of the herd. Hence It deserves 
to Ik* resisted with every energy in the 
next few weeks lest a dwislon he 
made hy stampede. It should lie re- 
slstetl not only br those antiprohibi¬ 
tionists whose conscientiously drawn 
plans for liquor control have heen 
thrown Into the discard in order to 
cuter to the thirst of some and the 
selfishness of a few. 

This step Is not a re.solutlon but a 
sidestep. It priqsises only to get rid 
of prohibition; aliout liquor it does 
nothing. .’Vnd at heart the Issue that 
concerns the I'nlted States—and with 
which it must continue to grapple 
whether It likes It or not—Is not the 
prohibition question. It Is the liquor 
question. 

Several plans for liquor control 
have lieen advancetl ns substitutes for 
the Eighteenth Amendment. But the 
amendment now submitted Is nIPI 
plan; It Is a confession of the lack oi 
wets to retain to Congress authority 
to establish a uatlonnl dlsiiensary or 
controlled monoply of Ihpior manu¬ 


facture. If offers no attempt to form¬ 
ulate an Improved method of di'aling 
with Ihpior; If merely dumps the 
whole sorry mess back Into the laps 
of the states. 

Ttte repeal ri'sidution as It was 
hurrieil through the Hou.se stands In 
a form ealeulated to please best Ihi* 
[irlvate liquor Interests. Proposals to 
outlaw tbe saloon or take the profit 
rait of Ihe ihpior trade were bru-'bi*,! 
aside In tbe Senate, and no eonsldera- 
flon of the amendments was p,*rmltted 
ill the lower ehamber.Tlie resultant 
proposal Is as close to unqualified 
repeal ns the wets could hope would 
be ratified. The nation Is obliged to 


booke lietween retention of the EIgh 


twnth Amendment and going back 
prncllciilly the whole dislatiee to the 
lnt(d*raVle conditions which gave rise 
to tluit amendment. 

The only federal safeguard afforded 
In the Blaine resolution Is a provision 
agniast Importation of liquor Into dry 
states. Y'et this minimum concession 
to decency. If the National Govern¬ 
ment considers Itself at all obligated j 
by R. will Involve a bigger enforce- j 
ment problem than has prohibition.; 
Rept*al In this form would fie a plain I 
Invitation to the private liquor trade j 
to do Its worst not only In pxplolta-| 
tlon of the drinker but also In doml- 
nalloii and corruption of state and 
l(x*al polities. For though some states 
may try nonprofit methisls of Ihinor 
control, there are others which would 
welcome the hreWer, distiller and 
bartender In full flower. And once 
liquor Is legally made, advertised and 
■sohi let any state tie on Its mettle 
thai assumes, even with federal as¬ 
sistance, to set limits to the profits 
of |(rnfflckers In drunkenness. 

Ill view of the "rush-’em-off-thelr- 
feet” character of the present rei«*nl 
movement, and In view of the grave 
dlfflcilltles left unsolved by the Blaine 
lotion. It behooves the 8tntt*a to 
carefully their action and to 
:b’ be atamiieded Into hasty 
Icatlon of a measure that merely 
es forty-eight problems grow 
e one grew before.—Christian 
Sciejnee Monitor.

Iinniedlately 
upon getting this Information we got 
In touch with some of the larger 
depositors of the Institiitbai who live 
near or at West Liberty, and bad a 
conference. There were represcntc*d In 
this eonferi'iiee Luther Hlalr. L. B. 
Reed. Dr. J. D, Whileaker. T. J. EIillil, 
Beverly Lewis, Ren Monigoinerv, It. 
U. Widlanis, W. .M. Gardner. Ilarien 
Murphy. .Ldiii Robinson. Rett Brown, 
Flo.vil .Vrnett, James I’, iiiiev. K. 
St.uy. ('. •'. Elam, D. II. I’errv. .iml 
perbaps one or two others whose 
names we do not Just now recall. Tills 
group represents alaait oin* half of the 
total deposits In the bank. The spirit 
of fairness manifested by these de¬

Con.sequently for. the protection of all 
depositors and for the purpose of 
assuring tin* depositors that none shall 
have an advantage over another. It Is 
necessary that the bank accept the 
hollda.v until such a date ns safe¬ 
guards can be set up to prot(*i't the 
depositors. 

It is now the opinion of those con¬ 
nected with the hank that within a 
few davs business will be resumed 
by the bank, lait with a limitation 
that depositors rnay not draw more 
than a certain percent of the deposit, 
and tills to continue until Ihe trouble 
In rinelnnatl has been cleared up. 

We Invite all deiiosltors Into onr 
confidence and are ready at any and 
all times to explain to them every 
(Ictail of the situation.
